He soon tired of 
supplying the feedbag and wal- 
lat, but the idea advertised his 
book. It was his first Epic child 
and died aborning.

GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 

I T IS important now to keep 
avocado trees welL mulched 
with leaves, straw or manure. 
Water once a week, being sure 
that they get enough to soak into 
the ground deeply. 

Chrysanthemums and dahlias 
Should be staked up now. 

If you intend to have sweet 
peas this winter, you should be¬ 
gin now to prepare the ground 
for them by digging a trench 
12 to 16 inches deep and filling 
in 4 to 6 inches of manure, cover 
with enough dirt so that the 
trench is still four to six inches 
criep. Water and let stand until 
« u are ready to sow seeds- 
sometime next month. 

You can have late zinnias by 
planting young plants now. Zin¬ 
nia plants should be pinched back 
while young to get bushy strong 
plants. 

Roses can be lightly pruned 
this month. Do not let them be¬ 
come too dry. It is dangerous to 
let roses rest too much in this 
heat by witholding water, for 
the bark and leaves may become 
seriously burned. 

Avocado trees will not burn if 
they have enough water and the 
sap is flowing freely. 

START NOW TO MAKE COLOR 
IN THE HOUSE AND GARDEN 
For early flowering stocks and 
snapdragons plant them now and 
you’ll have flowers in November. 
Later planting will assure a con¬ 
stant succession of cut flowers 
for the house throughout the 
winter and spring. Calendulas 


the winter season, too. No reason 
to have anything but a colorful, 
lovely garden in Sierra Madre 
during the winter months—and 
plenty of cut flowers to brighten 
up the home.
